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Blessings from Temple Service ' -

I can scarcely consider the blessings resulting from temple 
ordinances and temple service without considering also those which 
come from genealogical research. 

The Prophet Joseph Smith said, “The greatest responsibility 
in this world that God has laid upon us is to seek after our dead.” 
The question naturally arises, what does this mean, “seeking after 
our dead?” Why is it of such great importance, more important 
than anything else? 

In the great plan of salvation genealogy and temple work 
provide for administering the gospel ordinances to millions and 
millions of our Father’s children, ordinances without which it 
would be impossible for them to obtain the blessings of eternal 
life —which is God’s greatest gift, and that for which we all aspire. 
The Lord explained to Moses: “Behold this is my work and my 
glory, to bring to pass the immortality and eternal life of man.” 
That was the supreme end the Father had in view in the very 
beginning, and all of his work, so far as we have any account, is 
to that end. “Seeking after our dead” means the application of 
this plan of salvation to the teeming millions of our Father’s chil¬ 
dren who have lived upon the earth and have not had the privileges 
of the Gospel and its ordinances as we have them today. 

Those Blessed by Temple Service 

Temple blessings might be interpreted to mean blessings which 
come to those who have the privilege of going personally to the 
temple to receive the ordinances there administered; or to blessings 
obtained by those who, as proxies, stand for their kindred dead in 
receiving these ordinances in their behalf ; or to blessings earned 
are beyond our powers to evaluate.

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by those officiating as temple ordinance workers in administering 
these saving ordinances to both the living and the dead. So far 
as the two latter groups are concerned, their reward is about the 
same. To the living and the dead who receive of the temple 
ordinances, the importance of the blessings pronounced upon them 


Saving Power of the Gospel 

The Gospel, we are taught, originated in heaven before the 
world was. The Prophet Joseph tells us that in the Council of 
Heaven we were all present, we saw the Savior chosen and ap¬ 
pointed, and the plan of salvation made and we sanctioned it. The 
scriptures bear out that statement when they tell us of the fall 
of man, the provision made in the selection of a Savior to redeem 
mankind from the effects of the fall, and from individual sin by 
obedience to the laws and ordinances of the Gospel. 

This Gospel which we have received is not a new gospel; it is 
the old one restored with all its gifts and blessings. It is the law 
of the Lord. By it all mankind are in the end to be judged, and 
by this law they are to be condemned or justified according to merit. 
It is the law by which our Savior lived, and by living perfectly this 
perfect law He became what He was in life, and attained to what 
He has been since His death and resurrection. He is now enthroned 
in glory at the right hand of His Father. This law of the Gospel 
is calculated to make us like Him and to save us with Him, and it is 
intended for all mankind. 

What of the Dead? 

Inasmuch as baptism by water and the spirit is necessary, as 
the Savior taught Nicodemus, in order to obtain a place in the 
Kingdom of God, how about the millions and millions of our 
Father's children who have lived in the centuries that have passed, 
as well as those at the present time who have not had a proper under¬ 
standing of God, the Eternal Father, to enable them to gain an 
acceptable faith in Him, and repent of their sins—what of those 
who have never known of the importance of the ordinance of 
baptism by water and the laying on of hands for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost? What is to be the status of those who lived at a time when 
the authority of God was not upon the earth, and when men, even 
if they believed these things, were not able to administer them 
acceptably? What is going to become of all this vast multitude of 
people? They are dead now and gone, and they did not accept 
of that ordinance. Without accepting of it, according to the words 
of the Savior, they cannot enter into the Kingdom of God, and 
of course they cannot hope to obtain salvation outside of His 
Kingdom. 
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Gospel to be Taught to All 

Sin is not imputed where there is no law, and where there is 
no law there is no judgment, and where there is no judgment there 
is no condemnation. In other words, justice demands that since all 
men are to be judged by the Gospel it must be taught unto all men. 
But it was not taught unto these millions of people that 
we are speaking of— the dead. However the Lord has graciously 
provided that it shall be taught to them though they be dead. Peter 
tells us that Christ suffered for sin, the just for the unjust, that 
He might bring us unto God. We also read that while Christ’s 
body lay in the tomb he went to the spirit world and preached to 
the spirits in prison. The scriptures also tell us that, “For this 
cause is the Gospel taught to them which are dead, that they might 
be judged according to men in the flesh and live according to God 
in the spirit.” 


Ordinances Administered for the Dead 

But why have the Gospel preached to the dead if they have no 
opportunity of receiving the ordinances of the Gospel ? Will they 
be condemned on the day of judgment? No, they would be ex¬ 
cusable if they had no opportunity of receiving the saving ordinances 
of the Gospel. But the Gospel is being taught to them, and by 
vicarious work performed by those who are here upon the earth, 
the ordinances necessary for their salvation are administered unto 
them. There is no ordinance, there is no blessing in connection with 
the Gospel that living people may receive through their faithfulness 
that the dead are not entitled to and will not have the opportunity 
of receiving. There is no degree of exaltation to which the living 
may attain by receiving the Gospel and living faithful lives that good 
men and women who lived without knowing of the Gospel will not 
have the opportunity of enjoying. The responsibility rests upon 
us. In this particular thing pertaining to the dead the responsibility 
depends upon the children of the dead, hence Elijah’s mission. 

Malachi prophesied that before the great and dreadful day of 
the Lord should come He would send Elijah the Prophet to turn the 
hearts of the children to the fathers and the hearts of the fathers 
to the children lest the earth be smitten with a curse; for be it 
known that without our dead we cannot be made perfect nor can 
they without us be made perfect. Elijah appeared in the early 
opening of this Gospel dispensation. The first temple to be built 
and finished was that at Kirtland which was dedicated beginning 
the twenty-seventh day of March, 1836. The Savior appeared to 
Joseph Smith and Oliver Cowdery and accepted the work of His 
people in the building and dedicating of that temple. This was 
followed by the visitation of Moses who conferred the keys of the 
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gathering of Israel upon Joseph and Oliver. Then Elias, who lived 
in the days of Abraham, conferred the keys of that Abrahamic 
dispensation. Then came Elijah. He told Joseph and Oliver that 
he had come in fulfillment of the prediction of Malachi and he 
conferred upon them the keys of the turning of the hearts of the 
fathers to the children and the hearts of the children to the fathers 
and that part of the Priesthood which pertained to the administer¬ 
ing of these sacred ordinances which are to be given to the living 
and the dead who have lived worthy lives. 

Duty of the Living 

You will notice that it was the turning of the hearts of the 
fathers to the children and the children to the fathers that is the 
mission of Elijah. What was it that the children could do for the 
fathers that was of such importance? Before the time of the res¬ 
toration of the Gospel there was practically nothing. But now that 
the Gospel has been restored and temples have been built, they 
are looking to us to do the work of these saving ordinances for 
them. We must do our genealogical research to find them, and 
then we must enter into the temples and receive these ordinancs 
for our dead. In this way we are in very deed looking to our 
fathers, our hearts are being turned to our ancestors with a desire 
to do for them that which they cannot do for themselves. When 
you think of the nature of this work you will be able to compre¬ 
hend more fully the truth and meaning of the saying of the prophet 
that God has not laid upon us any greater responsibility in this 
world than that of looking after our kindred dead. 

You know we preach the Gospel to those who are in the 
world. We are all our Father’s children. I believe we can think more 
than wc have done of the salvation of others without thinking less 
of our own salvation. But in thinking and acting for the salvation 
of others, whether it be our kindred dead or others of our Father’s 
children, it is making for our own salvation. If we neglect our 
obligation to our dead we are likely to fall short and be disappoint¬ 
ed in the end. 

Blessings Which Come to the Dead 

Something should be said to inspire people to do their duty by 
their kindred dead. I hope to be able to do this by impressing upon 
your minds the importance of the blessings received by the dead 
when we go into the temple and do their ordinance work for them : 
They receive membership in the Church and Kingdom of God and 
they receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. Those who hold the Priest¬ 
hood and have authority from God to represent Him. while they 
are in the spirit can point the way to eternal life to those who are 
in spiritual darkness. 

This relates to the men holding the Holy Priesthood, not 
women. Women are not ordained to the Priesthood, but any worn- 
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an that is the faithful, sealed wife of a faithful man who holds that 
Priesthood will enjoy all the blessings of the Priesthood. They 
shall be saved with their husbands, and that should be enough for 
any sister. 

A man cannot go to the temple and receive his endowments 
without first bearing the Melchizedek Priesthood. Yet these en¬ 
dowments are of absolute necessity if we would be prepared to 
come into the Kingdom of God. That makes the Melchizedek 
Priesthood as necessary for man's salvation as are the holy endow¬ 
ments. All these blessings are to be administered for the dead; and 
there are, without a doubt, many of them who have heard the Gos¬ 
pel. who have believed in the Gospel, and are waiting the oppor¬ 
tunity of membership. 

It is our duty as their posterity to bring those ordinances with¬ 
in reach of those who have been faithful here and have gone be¬ 
yond without the opportunity of receiving these blessings. We 
have been told that we may become kings and priests, queens and 
priestesses. That is our opportunity. But no man or woman can 
attain to these exaltations without receiving the principles and 
blessings of the marriage relation. This relates to the marriages ad¬ 
ministered in the temple of the Lord wherein the woman and man 
covenant with each other for eternity as well as for time and the 
covenant is solemnized by one who has authority to speak for the 
Lord and act in Mis name. These are the blessings of the temple. 

Must Be Willing To Sacrifice 

These blessings are intended for men and women who are 
willing to lay down their lives for the cause in which we are en¬ 
gaged—the cause of the Master. The Savior has said that he that 
is not willing to lay down his life for the cause is not worthy to be 
His disciple. If we are worthy, we will be willing to make cove¬ 
nants of righteousness—that is all we are asked to do. But it 
means that if we should be called upon to give of our substance, all 
that God has given us or may give unto us, we wilt give it for the 
establishment of righteousness and the building up of the Kingdom 
of God on earth. 

What kind of men and women are privileged to go to the 
temple and receive the endowments? Is a man or woman whom 
God has asked to give one-tenth of his interest for these purposes 
and refuses to do so, is that man or woman worthy to go? Would 
it be right to send them to the temple and require them to make the 
greater covenants of sacrifices to be made, if they could not keep 
this lesser covenant? You Bishops and Presidents of Stakes think 
of this and the nature of these ordinances. 

In connection with the salvation of our kindred dead, one of 
the most important things is the building of temples. Without these 
temples we could not administer these saving ordinances to the 
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dead. However, they are also built for the saving of the living. 
That is important, isn’t it? There is also the maintaining of these 
temples at a great cost to the Church every year. The maintenance 
is paid from the tithes of the people. So the man who does not pay 
his tithing is not worthy to go to the temple, because if it were not 
for the tithes of the people, the temples could not be maintained. 

Genealogical Research Required 

Temple work also involves the activity known as genealogical 
research. How are you going to go into the temples and do the 
work for your dead whom you do not know ? Research is quite a 
complicated affair. A record has to be made of the work done; a 
card is made for every individual, living or dead, for whom endow¬ 
ment work has been done in any of the Latter-day Saint temples. 
Now you know all the endowment work which has been done in the 
Church up to the present time is recorded in the Temple Index 
•Bureau. There have been over seven million people endowed and 
there is a card for every individual in the Index Bureau. I was told 
that the name of “John Smith” appears about 6,000 times in 
the Index Bureau today, and the name will occur more in the fu¬ 
ture as we go further in our investigations in seeking the genealogy 
of our dead. If you have done the work for John Smith, for which 
one of these 6,000 John Smiths did you do the work? His name has 
to go on record, and there must be something beside “John Smith” 
to identify him. The information that has been decided upon as 
being what we call perfect identity includes the full name of the 
individual for whom we are going to do the work; if it is a married 
person this should include the name of the wife or husband; the 
names of his or her parents, father and mother; the day, month, 
and year of the birth of the individual; the town, county, and state 
or country where he was born; and the day, month, and year of his 
death. That is what we call complete genealogical data; that will 
identify any one of these John Smiths among the 6,000 or more 
that we have in our Index Bureau. 

Research and Temple Work of Equal Importance 

Now we ought to understand that because of the imperfect 
way in which records have been kept it is impossible as a rule to 
obtain all this genealogical data pertaining to an individual. You 
may be able to obtain it for some, particularly those whom we have 
known or were known to our fathers and whose record is pre¬ 
served. But going back further we are not as a rule able to obtain 
all that information. So we will take such data as we can get and 
do the work for the people, and then if added information should 
be obtained later by those who are having the work done, we place 
the obligation on them to furnish us with the additional data to be 
added to our temple records and to the index cards. You can see 
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there is something; to be done at the temple to keep up this record. 
We couldn’t administer these blessings now to the kindred dead 
without this genealogical data. You will see readily that the gene¬ 
alogical research to find out our dead and such information 
concerning them as will properly identify them is on a par of 
importance with the temple ordinance ivork itself. So don’t be 
discouraged, for when you are engaged in that ivork you are en¬ 
gaged in the work of God 

The Savior said to lay up treasures in heaven where neither 
moth nor rust can corrupt and where thieves cannot break through 
and steal. This is one of the temple blessings: To enable us to lay 
up treasures in Heaven. 

Where To Find Help 

Don’t say you have come to the end. Go back farther. There 
are different ways in which we can find help in approaching this 
problem, The Genealogical Society of Utah has been organized to 
help Latter-day Saints in this work. The “Spirit of Elijah” has 
gone forth among the people, perhaps it is manifested to a greater 
extent outside the Church than within. The result is that institu¬ 
tions as well as individuals have been inspired to take steps to 
obtain genealogy, genealogical data, and to preserve those records. 
We now have genealogical societies and genealogical libraries the 
world over. This is true in nearly every civilized country. (The thing 
that was scarcely known at the time of Elijah’s visit is’ now almost 
universal. These people don’t know where the inspiration came 
from; they do not know the uses to which this information is going 
to be put ; but God is using them to help us obtain the information 
we need pertaining to our kindred dead. So these libraries are 
filled with family genealogies. We also find records in parishes 
and shires and various subdivisions of the country that show thy 
record of baptism which is almost the equivalent of date of birth, 
as they sprinkle a child when it is an infant and call it baptism! 
There are also records of marriages and burials. The Genealog¬ 
ical Society of Utah has been accumulating these records, records 
of different subdivisions of the United States, etc., and we have 
them there in this library accessible to the Latter-day Saints and 
others. 

Life Lengthened 

To those who go to the temple I want to tell this story. I was 
informed the other day of a doctor telling a patient 70 years of age 
that he had better sit down and not engage in any activities. He 
decided he didn’t want a life of inactivity, so he started goino- to 
the temple. For 20 years he 1ms been doing temple work, and now 
at 90 he is just about as active as he was at 70. It will help to 
lengthen your life if you go to the temple. There is nothing else 
like it in all this world when men's and women’s bodies are broken 
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with the toils of this lite. If they sit down in idleness they will dry 
up and blow away; and they don’t have to. There is a place for 
them in God's great plan of salvation where they can work at a 
piece of work that they can do and love to do that will lay up for 
them treasures in heaven. 

Highest Type of Service 

Now some of these people acting as proxies at the temples 
are poor. If you send up a thousand or ten thousand names of your 
dead with proper data to he baptized for, these people will stand as 
proxies. The temple will furnish everything necessary and that 
work will be done for you for nothing, with no thought of a charge. 
These proxies act without any pay for that, but here is how you 
can help them. If you can’t go to the temple, send up a check with 
the names of the people you want to have endowed. The only thing 
you have to pay for is the services of these poor people; they will 
get the entire benefit of that money you send, for we give them 
the names and the money. Fifty cents a name is all they get for 
endowment work for a male. In doing that you bless them and 
you make it possible for them to do all the rest of this work for 
nothing. If you have a poor neighbor without employment, a charge 
to the ward, send him up there to do a little work for you. You 
bless that individual and you bless the dead and lay up treasures in 
heaven. You receive the blessings of true service; for whether you 
hire someone to do the work for you or go there yourselves, or 
whether you are working as ministering servants, it is the highest 
type of service that man can render to God or his fellowmen. That 
is what the Prophet Joseph Smith meant w'hen he said we must 
seek after our dead—our greatest responsibility. The greater the 
responsibility, the greater the blessing if we fulfill it; and the 
greater the condemnation if we neglect it. 


The Ideal Marriage

“Dearly beloved, we are gathered here in the sight of God and 
our fellow men to unite in holy matrimony these two—” 

These beautiful words, taken from a minister’s ordinance 
book, are filled with profound meaning. But where shall they be 
spoken? Shall the. gathering be in a private home, in a church, or 
in the Temple? 

Visualize two young people standing erectly before a black- 
robed priest as he chants the words to this beautiful ceremony 
until he murmurs the clause, “till death us do part.” The two ex¬ 
change a quick, soulful glance, and in the other’s eyes, each of 
them interprets a fleeting pang of regret. “Till death us do part—” 
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Life seems to be a trivial length of time when compared with the 
everlastingness of their love for each other. The groom winces as 
he gravely thinks, “This is a lawful contract of divorce. At tire 
passing of perhaps fifty years, Elinor and I shall be single, al¬ 
though our love for each other shall live on forever.” 

The bride quietly speaks to herself as she hastily resolves, 
“When we grow older, we shall be sealed in the Temple.” 

Doubtlessly, the most revered part of the marriage ceremony 
has been shattered hundreds of times when young Latter-day Saints 
have heard this death-parting phrase repeated by a bishop or stake 
president. Yet, think of the countless thousands who don't belong 
to our Church, and who do not give a passing thought to the 
length of the bonds stated in the ceremony which is intoned by a 
minister. Many of these intend to be married for only a short 
while; so the termination of their marriage at death seems entirely 
natural and quite unimportant. 

A group of curious ministers in New York formulated a plan 
to inquire of those whose marriage ceremonies they performed how 
long both of the members being bound in wedlock intended to stay 
married. Out of the 18,000 ceremonies they performed, they dis¬ 
covered that only one-third thought their marriages would last till 
death, one-seventh allowed for twenty years, one-fourth supposed 
their marriage contracts would last for seven years before they 
would be severed, one-sixth agreed to live with each other for five 
years, and one-sixteenth truthfully stated that they wished to live 
together for only two years. The average length of marriage antici¬ 
pated by these 18,000 was six years and eight months. 

The practically universal idea that marriage is a contract which 
must end at death did not originate with our Eternal Father. The 
first marriage ever performed on this earth in the Garden of Eden 
was performed before there was any death. Therefore, the thought 
of death and a separation did not even partially destroy the sacred¬ 
ness of the ceremony because it did not enter into it. 

Temple marriage is regarded on the whole by the youth of 
Zion as an ideal for which to live worthily. Both members who 
enter this covenant must be secure in their feeling that they are 
decidedly suited for one another. During courtship, many couples 
thoroughly test their qualities of companionship to prepare them¬ 
selves to withstand unitedly the clouds and showers of their marital 
voyage in a rudderless world. This safeguard aids them to face the 
future with confidence and challenging surety. Separation is to¬ 
tally absent from the intentions of finely trained young men and 
women. Therefore, their choice of life companions is sound and 
everlasting. 

The attitude of the young people who prepare to enter into 
the Temple of the Lord is startling in its quality of freedom and 
awareness. The amazing beauty and strength of character of these 
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worthy young men and women gleam brightly beside the shallow¬ 
ness and obscurity of those who do not consider this ordinance. 
Those contemplating Temple marriage have skillfully adjusted 
their sense of values to embrace responsibility and sound, logical 
reasoning. Their ideals are consistent with their beliefs of per¬ 
manence and happiness. 

Those who turn lightly from the blessings of God to the more 
common form of wedlock have usually overweighed their sense of 
balance. They choose to permit bad habits and deformed ideas 
which are trivial in the sight of the world to bar them from en¬ 
tering into the sacredness of the Temple to receive their blessings 
and endowments. Many of these declare their intentions to live 
freely and unboundedly till a later date and then to prepare them¬ 
selves to enter into this covenant. They are not only disobeying 
God's commands, but they arc harming themselves mentally and 
spiritually by postponing blessings which are rightfully theirs. 

Now may we visualize a happy couple eagerly awaiting the 
arrival of the hour set for their marriage. They have been friends 
for several years and have carefully discussed and exchanged views 
upon almost every topic they have in common and have found 
that there are no vital differences in their opinions which could 
later mar their companionship. They have both desired to marry in 
the Temple since they have been old enough to realize the impor¬ 
tance of such a wedlock. 

The ideal for which they have lived is just before them. 
Their hearts are thrilled with joy sublime as they await admission 
into the Lord’s house. As they enter, they softly close the door 
upon a realm of selfish haste and quietly open their hearts to in¬ 
stilling peace and calm reverence. They are His guests. He bids 
them welcome to the sanctuary of a righteous course made perfect 
by his acceptance. Unfolded to them is the drama of complete 
companionship. 

Kneeling before the sacred altar they solemnly listen to their 
marriage vows. The phrase, “You shall be married for time and 
all eternity” rings again and again in their ears. The groom thinks, 
“Never can anything take Lynette from my side. Together we 
shall walk humbly and righteously the straight and narrow path 
to the Kingdom of Heaven.” 

Lynette reflects, “We, and our children, shall belong to each 
other forever.” 

They go forth again bearing more firmly, more humbly, the 
light of truth, remembering that they have been, and yet again 
will wish to be, His guests. 

This fulfillment of dreams is the Idea! Marriage. 

May all young folks realize the sacredness of Temple mar¬ 
riage and always feel that it is a privilege for them to have their 
marriage vows solemnized in the Holy Temple of the Lord. 



Record of a Junior Class

While the Genealogical Society of Utah is urging the forma¬ 
tion of junior genealogical classes not every one is converted to this 
move. Many have expressed grave doubt as to whether young 
people will continue to be interested. They seem to think that this 
is a subject which has an appeal to old folks only and though it may 
be taught to the young their interest will be only temporary. We 
desired some definite information on this point so we secured a 
report of each of the members of the first junior genealogical group 
to be organized in the Logan Fifth ward of the Cache stake, nearly 
four years ago. 

There were twelve members in the group. The leader was 
chosen because he had recently returned from a mission and had 
not been given other work to keep him busy in the Church. The 
members were chosen because they were “about 18 years of age.” 
They formed a congenial social group, but no thought was given 
as to whether they were or were not adapted to the study of gene¬ 
alogy. They started at the bottom, the chairman being the only one 
who had been through the temple, and none of the members had 
any genealogical experience. 

Following is a summary of the report which we received: 
Seven of the group received their endowments before they were 
married. Two are regularly officiating in the Logan Temple. Two 
of the number married in the temple and were endowed at that 
time. One married out of the temple. Two are unmarried and have 
not been through the temple. Two are on missions and are teach¬ 
ing genealogy to their fellow missionaries and the other Church 
members. All of the nine who have been to the temple are regular 
attendants there. The other three have done baptismal work. 

Every one of the original twelve members has converted his 
family or has compiled family records himself. Every family has 
books of remembrance and genealogical records that did not exist 
prior to these people entering the work. This group has been in¬ 
strumental in converting many families to genealogy and mem¬ 
bers of the group have been to every nearby stake and to Idaho 
and Wyoming to deliver genealogical messages. Each one declares 
that genealogical work is the most interesting and most worth¬ 
while thing he has ever done in the Church. 

Can anyone doubt the worth-whileness of genealogical train¬ 
ing for young people when he views the accomplishments of these 
young people?—(Editorial in the Genealogical Department of The 
Herald-Journal. Logan, Utah, Saturday, March 21. 1936.) 



Records of Early Church Families

WILLIAM RIGDON, son of Thomas Baker* Rigdon 
(George, John', Henry 1 ) and Ann Lacy, was bom in Harford 
County, Maryland, in the year 1748; and died in St, Clair Town¬ 
ship, Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, 26 May, 1810, in the 62nd 
year of his age. According to an account printed in the Times and 
Seasons ,at Nauvoo, May 1, 1843, presumably on the authority of 
Sidney Rigdon, Ann Lacy “was a native of Ireland, and emigrated 
to the city of Boston, Massachusetts, and was there married to 
Thomas Baker Rigdon.’’ 

William Rigdon was a fanner, and removed, probably with 
his parents, some time prior to bis marriage, to the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania. and continued to follow agricultural pursuits. On Feb. 
10, 1783, 150 acres of land were granted Thomas Rigdon; and on 
Oct. 19, 1785, 35846 acres were granted to William Rigdon, both 
grants in what was then Washington Co., Pennsylvania, but later 
Allegheny Co. In 1791, Thomas Rigdon and William Rigdon were 
taxed in Allegheny Co. (Pa. Archives, 3rd Series, XXII:598-599, 
655.) 

The will of William Rigdon, of St. Clair Township, Allegheny 
Co., Pa., dated May 22, 1810, and proved May 31, 1810, mentions 
his wife Nancy; children: Carvel, Sidney, Loammi (to be a phy¬ 
sician), daughter Lacy, (all minors); lands adjoining Thomas 
Rigdon, etc.; wife and Joseph Phillips, Esq., executors: witnesses: 
Ebenezer Gallahar, Thomas Rigdon and David Philips. (Alle¬ 
gheny Co. Wills, Book 1, p. 300; Publications of the Genealogical 
Society of Pa., 7:228.) 

The Rigdon family was in Maryland early. On March 16, 
1684, Captain Richard Ladd, gent., of Calvert County, Md., made 
his will, bequeathing to his nephew John Rigden (son to his sister 
Ellen), then under 21 years of age; to his sister Ellen Rigden 100 
acres called “Ladd’s Desire;" to his brother John of Norwich; 
and at the decease of his wife 600 acres called “Groome's Lott” 
to his nephew John Rigden, aforesaid. Overseers: Brother-in-law 
Henry Rigden, John Hume. (Baldwin: Maryland Calendar of 
Wills IV :235.) This John Rigdon. son of Henry Rigdon and Ellen 
Ladd, married Ann, daughter of Ann Freeman (widow), “Of the 
Clifts,” Calvert Co., who in her will dated October 29, 1700, men¬ 
tions her daughter Ann Rigdon and son John Rigdon." (Ibid., 
11:214.) The wall of John Rigdon, Prince George Co., Md.,, was 
dated December 16, 1706; and proved February 13, 1706-7. Fie 
gives “to son John (born 6th April, 1701) and heirs, his dwelling 
plantation, 600 acres called “Gromes Lott,” 100 acres called “Ladd's 
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Designe,” and personalty. To his daughter Elizabeth (born about 
the last of August, 1699) he bequeaths personalty, including that 
which belonged to her mother. (Ibid., Ill :87.) 

The will of George Rigdon, Sr., of Baltimore Co. (from which 
Harford Co., was later taken) was dated 18 June, 1754, and proved 
July 16, 1755. He bequeaths to his wife Elizabeth, oldest son 
George Rigdon, second son THOMAS RIGDON, third son John 
Rigdon, fourth son William Rigdon, fifth son Enoch Rigdon, sixth 
son Stephen Rigdon. (Baltimore Co. Wills 29:469.) This George 
Rigdon witnessed a will in Baltimore Co., Md., in 1728. 

NANCY GALLAGHER or GALLAHER, wife of William 
Rigdon, was the eldest daughter of Bryant Gallaher (a native of 
Ireland) and his second wife, Elizabeth Reid. She was born in 
Lower Freehold, Monmouth Co., New Jersey, March 16, 1759; 
and died in Nauvoo, Illinois, October 3, 1839, age 80. She re¬ 
moved from New Jersey with her family to Pennsylvania prior 
to 1785. On September 14, 1835, she was at Kirtland, Ohio, and 
received a patriarchal blessing from Joseph Smith, Sr., in which 
he said, “Sister, thou art an aged woman, and in thy old age thou 
hast obeyed the Gospel. Thou hast been blessed with a family 
and thou hast been faithful in bringing them up.” (Patriarchal 
Blessings, Book 2, Page 61.) On November 18, 1838, this cour¬ 
ageous woman was at the trial of the Prophet and Sidney Rigdon, 
her son-in-law George W. Robinson, and others, in Richmond, 
Mo., volunteering to give evidence for the defense. Others who 
had previously offered, upwards of fifty, had been arrested and 
thrown into jail. She and six others were sworn, but were pre¬ 
vented by threats from giving helpful testimony. (Doc. History 
of the Church, 111:211.) 

Elizabeth Reid, mother of Nancy Gallagher Rigdon, was of 
Scotch descent. Her grandfather, James Reid, was a brother of 
John Reid who was appointed Surveyor General of New Jersey 
in 1702, and who left in a writing that is still preserved, this ac¬ 
count of his origin and family: “At Niddrew (Niddry) Castle in 
the parish of Kirkliston I was born the 13th of February 1655-6, and 
there baptized where my father was Gardner and before him my 
Grandfather. I was put to school till near nine years old when my 
Father died 9br 1663. The January after I bound myself to arrive 
of age to a printer of Edinburgh 1667-8. Mr. died before my time 
expired and with my small stock I returned 9br 1673 to my mother 
who had then married again. . . .” He sailed with his wife and 
children for America, August 28, 1683. He lived at Amboy, N. J. 
until 1687, when he settled at Freehold. N. J. (Bartow Genealogy, 
pp. 245-246.) 

His brother James either accompanied him or came shortly 
afterward. On May 3, 1687 Anna, daughter of Robert Mill of 
Edinburgh deeded land to James Reid of Amboy. On 24 , 
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1690, James Reid of Monmouth Co., deeded 60 acres granted him 
by patent March 29, 1689. His land in Freehold adjoined that of 
John Reid; and on May 9, 1690, John Reid of Monmouth Co., 
deeded a lot to his brother Janies of the same county. (N. J. Arch¬ 
ives, 21:173, 189, 194.) Administration of the estate of James 
Reid of Freehold, Monmouth Co., was granted to John Reid, Oc¬ 
tober 22, 1711. (Ibid., 23:380.) James had at least two sons, 
John and Samuel. In 1717 John Reid of Freehold is called an inn¬ 
holder in a deed. (Salter, History of Monmouth Co., p. xlviii.) 

The will of John Reed, Sr., of Freehold, Monmouth Co., N. 
J-, dated Sept. 24, 1762; proved Oct. 27, 1770, mentions his wife 
Anna, his three daughters Elisabeth, Isabella and Jane, also a 
daughter Anna, deceased, and sons John and James. (N. J. Arch¬ 
ives 33:346.) These sons were born in 1723 and 1728, respectively, 
so it is probable that Elizabeth, mother of Nancy Gallagher Rig- 
don, was born about 1730. 

Children of William Rigdon and Nancy Gallagher 
(Born St. Clair Tp., Allegheny Co., Pa.) 

i. Carvel Rigdon, b. abt. 1790. On 23 Jan., 1835, Carvel Rigdon wrote 
from Allegheny Co., Pa., where he was evidently preaching: “I ad¬ 
dressed a considerable congregation.” He was then in company with 
Brother Samuel James. ( Messenger and Advocate 1:76.) He married 
and left issue. 

ii. Sidney S. Rigdon, b. 19 Feb., 1793; d. 14 July, 1876, Friendship, Alle¬ 
gany Co., N. Y., md. 12 June, 1820, Phebe Brooks. 

iii. Loammi Rigdon, b. abt. 1796 ; md. and had one son, who died years ago. 

iv. Lacy Rigdon, b. abt. 1799. 

SIDNEY S. RIGDON, son of William' Rigdon (Thomas 
Baker*, George 8 , John 2 , Henry') and Nancy Gallagher, daugh¬ 
ter of Bryant Gallagher and Elizabeth 11 Reid (John 2 , James'), 
was born 19 February, 1793, in St. Clair Township, Allegheny 
County, Pennsylvania; and died 14 July, 1876, in Friendship, Al¬ 
legany County, New York. Sidney followed the occupation of 
farming with his parents until he was twenty-six. At this time 
he joined the regular Baptist Church, and received a license to 
preach in March, 1819. In May he went to Warren, Trumbull 
County, Ohio, and in July began to reside with Adamson Bentley, 
the Baptist minister. Here he became acquainted with Phebe 
Brooks, the sister of Mr. Bentley’s wife, and he was married to 
her, June 12, 1820. In November, 1821, he was called to the pas¬ 
torate of the First Baptist Church of the city of Pittsburgh; and 
he removed there from Warren in February, 1822. By his inces¬ 
sant labors and eloquent preaching he soon had the church crowded 
with anxious listeners, membership rapidly increased, and it shortly 
became one of the most respectable churches in that city. He was 
now a popular minister, much respected and sought after. 

But his mind became troubled and perplexed, for he was con- 
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vinced that the doctrines of the Baptist society were not altogether 
in accordance with the scriptures. Notwithstanding his great min¬ 
isterial success, and the prospect of wealth, popularity and honor, 
he conscientiously resigned his pastorate and withdrew from the 
church. With his wife’s brother, Richard Brooks, he operated a 
small tannery, in which he worked for two years. During this 
time he was closely associated with Alexander Campbell and Walter 
Scott, and was on terms of the greatest friendship with them. These 
three often met and discussed the subject of religion, the need for 
a reformation among the churches and a revision of their creeds; 
and from these consultations ultimately came the organization of 
the church of the “Disciples” or “Campbellites.” 

In 1826 he went to Bainbridge, Geauga Co., Ohio, where he 
resumed preaching, expounding the Campbellite doctrine. Re¬ 
markable success attended his efforts, and the fame of his elo¬ 
quence and reasoning powers spread far and wide. After a year 
he removed to Mentor, where, despite considerable persecution, he 
continued to flourish, converting and baptizing multitudes, and 
organizing congregations in all the country round about. Among 
his converts were Parle}' P. Pratt, Edward Partridge, and Newel 
K. Whitney. 

He was at the summit of his fame and popularity as a Camp¬ 
bellite preacher, a welcome visitor wherever he went, his society 
being courted by the learned and intelligent, and his temporal 
prospects bright, when one day in the fall of 1830, Elder Parley 
P. Pratt presented him with a Book of Mormon, and related the 
history of its coming forth. Sidney Rigdon entertained the Elders 
hospitably, and promised to read the book carefully. After thorough 
study, prayer and meditation, he was convinced of its truth. Both 
he and his wife were baptized November 14, 1830. Many of his 
flock were likewise converted; within three weeks the Elders had 
baptized 127 in Kirtland and vicinity. 

His career in the Church is well known. Pie proved an ardent 
missionary, and became secretary and close associate of the Proph¬ 
et. In August, 1831, he dedicated the Land of Zion in Jackson Co., 
Missouri, for the gathering of the Saints, and wrote a description 
of it. He was with the Prophet on February 16, 1832, when the 
remarkable revelation, Section 76, known as “The Vision,” was 
given. He assisted the Prophet in making an inspired translation 
of the Scriptures; and with him was tarred and feathered by a 
wicked mob in Hiram, Ohio. On March 18, 1833, he was set apart 
under the hands of the Prophet as his First Counselor in the First 
Presidency of the Church. He was prominent in all the affairs 
of Kirtland, and delivered a powerful discourse on the occasion 
of the dedication of the Kirtland Temple. Obliged to flee in Jan¬ 
uary, 1838, from angry apostates in Kirtland, he arrived with his 
family in Far West, April 4, 1838. On July 4, he delivered there 
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an oration which aroused bitter antagonism among enemies of the 
Church- With the Prophet and other leaders he was betrayed by 
Col. Hinkle, October 31, 1S38; and was imprisoned in Liberty 
Jail until his release in February, 1839. Escaping into Illinois he 
took an active part in founding Nauvoo, where he passed through 
sickness and much suffering. He served on the City Council and 
as Postmaster. Early in 1844 he left Nauvoo Cor Pittsburgh. While 
there he learned of the tragedy of the martyrdom of the Prophet, 
and hastened back to Nauvoo to lay claim to the leadership of the 
Church and to act as guardian. At the memorable meeting of 
August 8, 1844, his claim was rejected by the people. He then 
returned to Pittsburgh. On September 8, 1844, he was formally 
tried and excommunicated from the Church. 

In 1847 he removed to Friendship, Allegany County. N. Y., 
where he lived with his son-in-law, Earl B. Wingate. Thereafter 
he took no active interest in any religious body, according to the 
testimony of his grandson, Sidney R. Ellis, but contented himself 
around the little town, and never but once after locating there was 
he known to go more than five or six miles away. ''During the last 
six or seven years of his life he wrote a great deal, daily using from 
seven to nine pages of foolscap paper; but as to the subject matter no 
one knew anything, as at his death all the manuscripts were burned, 
the family not considering them of any real worth; today they 
regret their haste in thus destroying them.” (Letter of Arthur F. 
Barnes, Deseret Evening News, May 27, 1896.) 

In 1900 his son John W. Rigdon visited Utah. He said his 
father’s heart “was with the Mormon Church, and he would never 
permit a man to speak disrespectfully of the Church in his pres¬ 
ence.” (Journal History, May 19, 1900, p. 1.) A grandson, Sidney 
R. Ellis, in 1887, while in Salt Lake City, was pleased to find "that 
there was not only an appreciation of the good he (Sidney Rigdon) 
accomplished while in the plenitude of his powers and fellowship 
but a kindly personal remembrance of him. . . . Although he sep¬ 
arated from the body of the Church he never became identified 
with any other religious community. In the town in which he 
resided he was in the habit, however, of delivering public discourses 
on general subjects, and as a rule drew large audiences.” (Deseret 
Evening News, October 4, 1887.) 

PHEBE BROOKS, wife of Sidney Rigdon, was the daugh¬ 
ter of Jeremiah” Brooks (Timothy", Timothy' 1 , (Timothy 5 , Timothy", 
Henry') and Dorcas Smith. She was bom May 3, 1800 at Bridge- 
ton, Cumberland County, New Jersey; and died in 1866 in Friend¬ 
ship, Allegany County, New York. Her father, a fanner in Hope- 
well, removed to Warren, Ohio, in 1810, He died there, February 3, 
1834. (Timothy Brooks and His Descendants, p. 17.) She was 
baptized, November 14, 1830, along with her husband; and received

a patriarchal blessing at the hands of Joseph Smith, Sr., Septem¬ 
ber 14, 1835, in which she was commended for obeying the truth.

ix. Sidney Rigdon, Jr., b. abt 1836, Kirtland, Lake Co., Ohio. Had two 
children. 

x. Eliza Rigdon, mentioned in Journal History of the Church, Aug. 21, 
1842, when Sidney Rigdon publicly declared that “his daughter Eliza 
was dead. The Doctor told him she was gone; when after a considerable 
length of time she rose up in the bed and delivered a message” to her 
sister Nancy, her sister Sarah, and to George W. Robinson. 

ROBERT ELLIS, son of Robert Ellis and Eliza Clarke, was 
born October 4, 1823; and died December 14, 1893, at Pittsburgh, 
Allegheny County, Pennsylvania. He married, September 13, 1846, 
Nancy Rigdon. 

NANCY RIGDON, daughter of Sidney S.“ Rigdon (Wil¬ 
liam 5 , Thomas Baker 1 , George 5 , John 3 , Henry') and Phebe' 
Brooks (Jeremiah 5 , Timothy 5 , Timothy*, Timothy”, Timothy 3 , 
Henry 1 ), was born December 8, 1822, at Pittsburgh, Allegheny 
County, Pennsylvania; and died there November 1, 1887. (Her 
son, Samuel M. Ellis of Pittsburgh, has kindly supplied informa¬ 
tion on this and the family of John W. Rigdon, below, and also 
on that of Sidney S. Rigdon, above.)

History of Orson Pratt 

(Written by Himself) 

(Continued From Page 124) 

In June a revelation was given commanding many Elders to 
travel two by two from Ohio to the western boundaries of Mis¬ 
souri, among whom my brother Parley and myself were called by 
name, and commanded to travel together. On our way we held 
about fifty meetings and baptized five in Peru, Delaware County, 
Ohio, and six in Vermillion County, Illinois. 

About the last of August I arrived in Jackson County, Mis¬ 
souri ; the next day I was taken with the chills and fever which 
confined me to my bed a few weeks. 

About the first of October, though still weak and feeble, I 
started on foot for Ohio, in company with Asa Dodds, preaching 
by the way, as commanded of the Lord through the Prophet. 

Bro. Dodds stopped in Indiana, but I continued my journey, 
although suffering much from the ague. Towards the close of the 
year, I arrived in Hiram, Portage County, Ohio, where the Prophet 
then resided. 

About the 1st of January, 1832, I went to Kirtland, attended 
many meetings, visited disorderly members with Elder Cahoon, 
called church meetings and excommunicated several. I then re¬ 
turned to Hiram, united in the ministry with Elder Lyman E. 
Johnson, and started for Lorain County, Ohio, where we preached 
in the regions around, until the general conference held at Amherst, 
Lorain Co., on the 25th of January. At this conference, the 
Prophet Joseph was acknowledged President of the High Priest¬ 
hood, and hands were laid on him by Elder Sidney Rigdon, who 
sealed upon his head the blessings which he had formerly received. I 
was appointed to preside over the Elders and was set apart and 
ordained by Sidney Rigdon. At this conference, by the request 
of the priesthood, the Prophet inquired of the Lord, and a revela¬ 
tion was given and written in the presence of the whole assembly, 
appointing many of the Elders to missions, among whom, Elder 
Lyman E. Johnson and myself were named and appointed on a 
mission to the Eastern States. (See Doc. and Cov., Sec. lxxxviii— 
now Sec. 75.) 

The next day after conference we left Amherst, and in a few 
days found ourselves in Hiram. 

February 2nd, 1832. On this day, by the counsel of the 
Prophet, I was ordained a High Priest under the hands of Sidney 
Rigdon. 

February 3rd. Elder L. E. Johnson and myself started on our 
eastern mission, traveling, as usual, on foot, without purse or scrip, 
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and carrying our change of clothing in our hands. We traveled 
in an easternly direction through Ohio, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
New York City, to Hurlgate, on Long Island, preached thirty 
times in towns and villages on the way, where they previously had 
never heard the gospel. In the town of Blakesley, Luzerne County, 
Pennsylvania, we baptized four, and ordained one of them, namely, 
Asbury Secor, a priest. At Hurlgate, near the last of March, I 
baptized and confirmed my oldest brother, Anson Pratt. From this 
place we traveled north, visited Canaan, Columbia County, New 
York; saw my parents. We then traveled north east through the 
southern part of Vermont into New Hampshire, proceeded up the 
eastern shore of the Connecticut River to Bath, preaching where- 
ever we were led by the Spirit; while journeying from Long 
Island to Bath held five meetings. 

We tarried twenty-six days in the regions round about Bath, 
held twenty-one meetings, and baptized fifteen, among whom were 
Orson Johnson, Hazen Aldrich, Amasa Lyman, John Duncan, and 
Daniel S. Miles. 

May 14. We traveled north, and came to the town of Charles¬ 
ton in Vermont; tarried ten days; preached seven times in this 
region, baptized fourteen, among whom were Winslow Farr, 
William Snow and Zerubbabel Snow. In these parts the Lord 
wrought by our hands many miracles of healing. 

May 25. We went about thirty miles north west to the town 
of Troy; tarried nineteen days; held sixteen meetings in these 
regions; baptized eighteen in the town of Jay, and then started back 
to Charleston. 

June 15. Arrived among our brethren in Charleston; tarried 
eleven days, held six meetings; baptized eleven, one of whom was 
John Badger. Then went south a few miles and held eleven meet¬ 
ings; here the Lord healed a lame woman whom we baptized. 

July 4. Again visited Bath; tarried three days; preached 
twice; baptized four; ordained Hazen Aldrich an Elder. 

July 9. Started again for Charleston; tarried six days, at¬ 
tended three meetings; baptized one; ordained John Badger an 
Elder, William Snow a Priest, and Winslow Farr a Teacher and 
then traveled to the town of Jay, and held two meetings; we next 
returned to Bath, held two meetings, and ordained John Duncan 
a Teacher. 

July 30. We departed from Bath and went to the town of 
Benson, about five days’ journey; we tarried in this region about 
twenty-five days, held fourteen meetings in various towns and 
villages; baptized two, and attended a conference. 

August 28. We started a journey of over one hundred miles 
to the south part of Connecticut where we arrived on the first of 
September; commenced preaching in the towns round about; tarried 
twenty-three days; held eleven meetings in the town of Madison, 
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and six in the town of Killingsworth; baptized ten; and ordained 
one of them, namely, Willard Woodstock, an Elder. 

Sept. 24. Started on a return journey to Benson; arrived in 
five days; tarried in Benson a few days; held four meetings. 

Oct. 2. Went on board of a vessel and sailed seventy miles 
down Lake Champlain; landed at Port Kent on the west shore, and 
then traveled about thirty miles to Moerstown, New York, where we 
found one of our brethren, Ira Ames; held three meetings in this 
region. 

Oct. 8. Recrossed the lake into Vermont; the next day 
preached in Franklin village; two days more brought us to the town 
of Jay, where we held three meetings. 

Oct. 15. Started for Bath; called at Charleston and held two 
meetings. 

Oct. 20. Arrived in Bath, stopped five days; held six meetings 
in the neighboring towns; baptized one, and ordained John Duncan 
a Priest; and William Snow from Charleston being present, we 
ordained him an Elder. 

Oct. 26. I started in company with Elders L. E. Johnson, 
Hazen Aldrich, and William Snow and traveled west some three 
or four hundred miles-—a portion of which we rode on a canal 
boat, where I preached to the passengers. 

Nov. 8. Arrived in Spafford, Onondago Co., New York, at 
which place there was a branch of the Church; here we tarried 
six days; held five meetings, one of which was a conference; eleven 
Elders present; baptized eight, among whom were Allen Holcomb, 
whom we ordained an Elder, Libbeus T. Coon and Mahew Hilman. 
Elder L. E. Johnson here united in the ministry with Hazen Aid- 
rich and started for Ohio, I united in the ministry with Elder 
William Snow and started eastward, preached in the villages of 
Vesper, Tully, and Fabius, in the latter place tarried six days; 
baptized two, namely, Samuel and Jemima Newcomb. 

Nov. 23. Traveled eleven miles; preached twice in Casinovia; 
then traveled six days to the town of Day, Saratoga Co., where we 
tarried seventeen days; held fifteen meetings. 

Dec. 20. We started for Bolton on the west shore of Lake 
George; here was a branch of the church; we tarried ten days; 
held ten meetings; baptized ten persons. 

Dec. 31. "Ordained Silas T. Gardner an Elder, and then 
started for Benson in Vermont; held one meeting in Benson; and 
then pursued our journey to Bath about 100 miles distant. 

January 8, 1833. Arrived in Bath; I tarried nine days; Wil¬ 
liam Snow T having gone to Charleston; held five meetings, then 
visited the church at Charleston, held one meeting; returned to 
Bath and held two meetings. 

Jan. 28. Started for Ohio. 

Feb. 2. Arrived in Bolton; tarried four days, held three 
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meetings; baptized two; ordained John Tanner a priest, and then 
pursued my journey several hundred miles west. Within about 
150 miles of Kirtland, I fell in company with D. W. Patten and 
Reynolds Cahoon, tarried and held four meetings with them, and 
then proceeded on my journey to Kirtland, where I arrived Feb. 
17, 1833, having been absent on this eastern mission one year and 
fourteen days, during which we traveled on foot near 4,000 miles, 
attended 207 meetings mostly in places where they had not heard the 
word ; baptized 104 persons and organized several new branches of 
the church, 

Feb. 18. Washed my hands and feet as a testimony unto the 
Lord that I had warned this wicked generation, and that my gar¬ 
ments were clean of their blood, and on the same day I was admitted 
into the school of the Prophets. During my attendance at this 
school, I boarded with the Prophet Joseph, from whom I received 
much good instruction. On the Sabbath days I continued preaching 
in various places. 

Edler Lyman E. Johnson and myself, having received a com¬ 
mandment, through the Prophet, to visit the churches and preach 
in the Eastern States, left Kirtland on the 26th of March to fill 
our mission. We arrived in Bath, New Hampshire, on the 7th 
June, having attended forty-four meetings by the way, and baptized 
thirteen. 

June 8. Met in conference in Bath; present, high priests 4; 
elders, 8; priests, 2. At this conference, Elders Willard Wood- 
stock, Harlow Redfield, William Snow and Hazen Aldrich were 
ordained high priests; Henry Harriman was ordained an elder, 
and Daniel Carter, a member, was ordained a priest, the ordinations 
being administered under my hands. During the next six days we 
held meetings in the towns round about. 

June 11th, 1833. Bro, Lyman Johnson and I left Bath and 
went to the village of Flanders and I preached upon the subject 
of more revelations and miracles and the New Covenant. 

On the 12th preached about five miles distant in the town of 
Waterford upon the subject of more revelations and miracles. 

On the 13th preached in the town of St. Johnsbury upon the 
scattering of Israel and more revelations and miracles at their 
gathering. 

June 14th. We concluded to separate for a season. Brother 
Lyman went to Charleston and continued laboring in the adjoining 
towns, and I tarried at St. Johnsbury, and held a meeting in the 
afternoon of the same day and preached the gospel. 

June 15th. I went to visit Mr. Harvey's family and conversed 
with and found them some believing. A young woman was there 
whose name was Emily Harvey. She had been sick about 12 weeks 
and vomited much blood; and it was supposed by many that she 
could not live many days. She was desirous that I should pray 
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for her that she might be healed, at the same time covenanting 
before God to obey the gospel. Therefore I prayed for and laid 
my hands upon her in the name of Jesus Christ and she was im¬ 
mediately healed. 

The same day I held a meeting in St. Johnsbury, east village, 
and but few attended. 

The 16th being the Sabbath, I held two meetings in the town of 
Kirby; and preached the gospel and prophecies. The same day 
I preached in St. Johnsbury upon the thousand years of rest. 

On the 18th I attended a meeting in the same place. Bro. 
Zerubbabel (Snow), having returned from the west, preached. 
After meeting I baptized six whose names are as follows: Gardner 
Snow, Willard Snow, Lucina Snow, Jacob Gates and Emily Har¬ 
vey; the last named person having been healed three days before, 
by the power of God. 

In the evening we came together and held a confirmation meet¬ 
ing. 

June 19th. I called at the house of Mr. Jenkins and prayed 
with and laid my hands upon two persons, one of whom was sick 
and the other lame. The same day I went to Danville and tarried 
with Mr. Dudley Swaysey. 

June 20th. I preached at the Varney school house upon the 
first principles of the gospel. 

On the 21st I preached at Goss’s school house upon the scat¬ 
tering of Israel and the miracles that are to be wrought at their 
gathering. 

June 22nd. Preached at the Vamey school house upon the 
gifts in the Church of Christ. 

The 23rd being the Sabbath, I held two meetings in Mr. 
Roberts’ barn, and a large congregation of people attended. I 
preached upon the restoration of Israel and the blessings on Joseph. 
I was invited to tarry through the night with Mr. Kelsey, whose 
wife lay sick of a disease with which she had been afflicted five 
or six years. She covenanated to obey the Gospel if the Lord would 
heal her. I prayed for and laid my hands upon her in the name 
of Jesus, and she began to recover, and a few days after was bap¬ 
tized. 

On the 24th I preached at the Vincent school house in St. 
Johnsbury upon the difference between faith and knowledge. There 
was a priest present who opposed. 

June 25th. I preached in the same place upon the 29th Chapter 
of Isaiah and the New Covenant. I was again opposed by the 
priest. 

On the 26th preached in Mr. Roberts’ barn upon the Priest¬ 
hood. 

June 27th. Preached at Varney school house upon the thou¬ 
sand years of rest. 
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The 28th. Preached at Goss’s school house upon the New 
Covenant. After meeting I baptized two, viz., Joseph Swasey and 
Dudley Swasey. 

June 29th. Preached at Stephens’ school house upon the first 
principles of the Gospel. 

The 30th being the Sabbath, I held two meetings at the court 
house in Danville Village, and preached upon the first principles 
of the Gospel and the gifts. 

July 1st. Preached at Leavensworth school house in the town 
of Wheelock upon the first principles of the Gospel. 

On the 2nd I preached in the town of Lindon at Squabble 
Hollow upon the subject of more revelations and miracles, the 29th 
chapter of Isaiah and the two sticks. 

July 3rd. Preached at the Leavensworth school house upon 
the difference between faith and knowledge. After meeting I was 
sent for to visit the sick. I prayed for and laid my hands upon a 
sick person by the name of Swasey. 

July 4th. I went to visit Mrs. Kelley who was sick with a dis¬ 
ease with which she had been afflicted nine or ten years. After I 
had prayed I laid my hands upon her in the name of Jesus, and 
she was healed. 

July 5th. Preached at Varney's school house, and one was 
baptized, viz., Lucena Caples. About this time Dudley Swasey 
denied the faith and became a great opposer. 

July 6th. Preached at the Kelsey school house upon more 
revelations and miracles and something concerning the Priesthood. 

The 7th being the Sabbath, I started in company with Bro. 
Lyman and went to Craftsbury Village. I preached upon the Priest¬ 
hood and more revelations and miracles, the 29th of Isaiah and the 
two sticks. 

July 8th. I went to Albany Centre and Bro. Lyman went to 
labor in another region. 

July 9th. I preached at Albany Centre upon the first prin¬ 
ciples of the Gospel. 

July 10th. Preached at the Fuller school house in Irisburg 
upon the first principles of the Gospel. 

On the 11th preached at the log school house in Irisburg upon 
the gifts. 

July 12th. Preached at Albany Centre upon the gifts. 

July 13th. Preached at the Mayfield school house in the town 
of Craftsbury upon the gifts. 

The 14th being the Sabbath, preached in the same place upon 
the prophecies, expounding the 29th, 49th and last chapters of 
Isaiah, the 37th of Ezekiel, the blessings on Joseph, etc., also the 
scattering of Israel and the 11th of Romans. 

July 16th. Preached at the Fuller school house in Irisburg 
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upon more revelations and miracles, the 29th and 49th chapters of 
Isaiah, and the 37th of Ezekiel. 

On the 18th preached in Jay upon the 2nd chapter of Daniel, 
on the gifts and the Priesthood. 

July 20th. Preached in Potter (or Potten), Canada, upon the 
gathering of Israel and more revelations and miracles, the 29th and 
49th chapters of Isaiah and the two sticks. 

The 21st being the Sabbath, preached in Jay in the forenoon 
upon the two places of gathering, the second coming of Christ, the 
thousand years of rest, the new heavens and earth. In the after¬ 
noon I held a meeting with the brethren and administered the 
sacrament. 

July 22nd. Baptized four, viz.: Samuel Hadlock, Almira Had- 
lock, Robert Huntress, Hulday Huntress. The same day I left Jay 
for Charleston and went from thence to St. Johnsbury. 

July 26th. Preached at that place upon the difference between 
faith and knowledge, and baptized Sally Snow. 

The 28th being the Sabbath, I preached in the forenoon at 
the same place upon the New Covenant, and read the teachings of 
Christ on the gathering of Israel; and baptized Susan Briant. On 
the same day I went to the village at Lindon Corner and preached 
upon the scattering of Israel and the 29th chapter of Isaiah. 

July 30th. Preached at the Varney school house in Danville 
upon the second chapter of second Thess., and upon the govern¬ 
ment of the Church; and one came forward and was baptized, viz .; 
Abram Leach, a lame man.

Utilizing Source Material 

By George Merrill Roy 

(Note: Brother George Merrill Roy, second counselor to Stake Repre¬ 
sentative German E. Ellsworth in the Maricopa Stake Genealogical Com¬ 
mittee, and assistant recorder in the Arizona Temple, spent the month of 
August, 1935, with a group of about fourteen other researchers from the 
Arizona Temple District in doing genealogical research in the Library of the 
Genealogical Society of Utah, special permisison being given them to trace 
in the Library lines other than their own of those residing in the Arizona 
Temple District. 

Brother Roy is a recent convert to the Church. His past experience 
includes that of bring a minister for a time for one of the other churches, 
a career in the army, baptism into the Church, a valuable period of service 
on the Los Angeles Stake Genealogical Committee, during which period 
he did considerable research in the Los Angeles Genealogical Library, and 
now his service on the Stake Committee of Maricopa Stake and in the 
Arizona Temple. 

He has had the privilege of visiting many of the larger genealogical 
libraries in America and his estimate of the sources available in our own 
Library in Salt Lake City and the use which can be made of these sources in 
solving actual genealogical problems will be most interesting to our readers. 
—Ed.) 

The value of the source materia! and the earlier church records 
available in the library of the Genealogical Society of Utah was 
abundantly demonstrated during the several weeks recently spent 
by the writer in the new spacious quarters of the Society in Salt 
Lake City. 

The library itself houses one of the finest collections of early 
source material to be found anywhere in the West, in addition to 
its large number of compiled family genealogies. But added to 
these items, and forming a priceless adjunct to the regular gene¬ 
alogical works, is the extensive card index to the Nauvoo baptisms 
and lo the first forty volumes of patriarchal blessings which cover 
the early years of church history and that period so often found 
difficult to connect up in tracing back early church families. These, 
with the Church Genealogical Archive, properly form the basis 
and starting point for all genealogical research. 

A splendid example of what can be accomplished is furnished 
by the pedigree of Brother Allen Cameron, an associate of the 
writer and first counselor to Stake Representative German E. Ells¬ 
worth of the Maricopa Stake. Desiring to do some work for 
Brother Cameron, but not possessing a copy of his pedigree chart 
to work from, I first consulted the Genealogical Archive. Here 
it was found that a relative had filed a pedigree of the Cameron 
family which consisted of one page not quite filled. 

The grandfather on the patriarchal line was named as Wil¬ 
liam Cameron of St. Johns, New Brunswick, born in August, 1828. 
Reference to the Nauvoo baptisms yielded nothing, but in the index 
to Patriarchal Blessings it was found that William Cameron, born 
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24 Aug., 1828, at St. Johns, New Brunswick, received a blessing 
at the hands of Hyrum Smith, and his parents were given as Peter 
Cameron and Mary. It was further discovered that Peter Cam¬ 
eron also received a blessing and gave his father’s name as Peter. 
The wife of William Cameron was, according to the pedigree, Jane 
Frances Lint. She, too, received a blessing on the same day as her 
husband, giving her birth as 19 July, 1820, at Queensborough, New 
Brunswick, and her parents as John Lint and Elizabeth, agreeing 
with the pedigi*ee. 

The grandfather of Brother Cameron’s mother was given as 
Gideon Allen of Litchfield, Connecticut, born 2 Nov. 1775, and 
married to Rachel Hand. Rachel’s parentage was not stated, but, 
since Hand was a name new' to the writer, an investigation was 
made. The Nauvoo baptisms were consulted first. It was revealed 
that Rachel Allen was baptized in 1842 for her grandfather, Ste¬ 
phen Hand, and for Polly and Samuel Eland, cousins. (In the 
earlier baptisms, proxies were not restricted to baptisms for their 
own sex.) A Marcia Allen was baptized for Guy and Loren Hand, 
uncles, and Reuben and Stephen Hand, granduncles. Lucy Foote 
was baptized for Cyrene and Cyrus Hand, cousins, and Rhoda 
Hand, grandmother. Timothy B. Foote was baptized for Elias 
and Stephen Hand, granduncles, and Hyrum Hand, uncle. Reuben 
Foote was baptized for his grandfather, Timothy Hand, Here, ap¬ 
parently, were two or three generations of Hands but their rela¬ 
tionship to each other, and the father of Rachel, still was unknown. 

The next logical step was to consult the card catalog for any 
published references to the family of Hand. Two references were 
found and checked. Indications were that the family settled first 
on Long Island and subsequently removed to Litchfield, Connec¬ 
ticut. Carefully searching through vital statistics, the Digest of 
Probate Records, and some miscellaneous land records, the family 
was traced through five generations to John Hand w'ho came to 
East Hampton, Long Island, from Ashford, Kent, England. After 
the family groups had been assembled from the scattered source 
material, they were compared with a published record of the fam¬ 
ily found in the New England Register. Rachel’s family was 
found to be Cyrus, Rhoda, Rachel who “married Gideon Allen,” 
Stephen, Guy, Hiram J., Tryphena, Sarah and Levina. Her par¬ 
ents w'ere Timothy Hand and Rhoda Bradley. Timothy’s family 
were Rebecca, Rachel, Timothy, Stephen, Timothy, Elias, and 
Nabby. Thus the names found among the Nauvoo baptisms were 
identified and the pedigree was extended. 

Working thus in the early church records and other more 
reliable source material, forty new ancestors were found for Broth¬ 
er Cameron, together with complete family groups, numbering in 
ali nearlv 200 names.

DIED-—-In this place, on the 27th day of May, BISHOP 
EDWARD PARTRIDGE, aged 46 years. In recording the death 
of this our brother, we record the death of one of our earliest, most 
faithful, and confidential members. His life was one continual 
exhibition of the sincerity of his religious belief, and a perpetual 
evidence of his confidence in a future state of rewards and pun¬ 
ishments: In view of which he has always acted.—His strict re¬ 
gard through life, to all the commandments of heaven, and his 
undeviating obedience to them, are consoling evidences to his 
friends, that if there are any such things as rewards in the future 
world for well-doing in this, he is certain of enjoying them. 

No man had the confidence of the Church more than he. Plis 
station was highly responsible; large quantities of property ever 
entrusted to his care. Deeds and conveyances of land, to a large 
amount, were put into his hands, for the benefit of the poor, and 
for church purposes; for all of which, the directest account was 
rendered, to the fullest satisfaction of all concerned. And after he 
had distributed a handsome property, of his own, for the benefit of 
the poor; and being driven from his home, found himself reduced 
to very limited circumstances, still, not one cent of public property 
would he use to indemnify himself or family; but distributed it all, 
for the benefit of the widow, the fatherless, and the afflicted; has 
deceased, leaving his family in very ordinary circumstances. 

Had there been one covetous desire in his heart, no man had 
the opportunity better to gratify it; but he has left a testimony, to 
be had in everlasting remembrance, that he lived above its influ¬ 
ence, and over him it had no control; but in all things he had respect 
to the reward of the just. 

A life of greater devotedness to the cause of truth, we pre¬ 
sume, was never spent on this earth. Plis religion was his all, for 
this he spent his life, and for this he laid it down. Pie lost his life 
in consequence of the Missouri persecutions, and he is one of that 
number whose blood will be required at their hands. As a Church 
we deplore our loss, but we rejoice in his gain. He rests where 
persecutors can assail him no more. ( Communicated .)

They located in Daviess Co., Mo., and while 
in child bed she was driven from her home by an infuriated mob, 
and exposed to a violent storm in the midst of an open prairie for 
several days, which brought her nigh unto death; she however 
recovered to witness more distressing scenes, all of which would 
be lengthy to enumerate, and too disgraceful to harrow up the soul 
of the reader: we will state, however, that before she had recovered 
of her illness, her companion had to flee for his life and leave her 
to the mercy of an infuriated community, while he wandered 
through the wilderness for the space of fourteen days without see¬ 
ing one white inhabitant, and the most of the time without food. 
The reader can judge that her journey to Illinois must have been 
attended with suffering, being robbed of their all;—but she is gone 
—she “rests from her labors,” she has been patient in all her afflic¬ 
tions—has kept the faith, and will inherit eternal life, which is the 
greatest gift of God.

mother—a watchful follower of Christ—inflexible in every duty, 
and finally was perfected in suffering and died a martyr to the re¬ 
ligion of our Lord Jesus Christ, and I believe will have a part in the 
first resurrection.
